The Pittsburg Flrfod 
Commission 


has appealed to Connellsville for sup- 
port of the project now before the 
Legislature to expend 51,000,000 on. 
a. storage reservoir at the headwaters 
of the You^hiogheny river. The Com- 
misfalon proposes the ultimate emo- 
tion of 17 such reservoirs to Impound 
flood waters and declares that 
tho 


Youg-hiogheny river project will prova 
whether the plan, in its entirety, is 
feasible. 


For the purpose of enlisting tho 


support of communities which would 
benefit through the campaign against 
flood 
damage, 
the 
Commission, 


through A. J. Kelley, Jr., its Acting 
President, wrote H. P. Snyder, editor 
of The Courier, urging that he usa 
his efforts to have a meeting- held 
here next week to enlist the support 
of tho community. 


Th.e matter was immediately re- 


ferred to Secretary E. A. Schooley of 
the Chamber of 
Commerce. 
Mr. 


Schooley will place the request before 
the Chamber of Commerce and it la 
expected that the directors -will strong- 
ly favor giving the Flood Commission 
every assistance in furthering- the pro- 
ject. In McKeesport, where a public 
meeting was held last week, a com- 
mittee of ten was named to cooperate 
with the Flood Commission and the 
Chamber of Commerce of Pittsburg 
in obtaining favorable action by the 
Legislature. Similar meetings will be 
held In other towns along the Tough. 


Acting President Kelley, in his letter 
to Mr. Snyder, said in part: 


"The Flood Commission of Pitts- 


burg-, which organization 
has

working on the subject patiently, con-

and test the things that will go to- 
wards flood prevention and to this

greatly help In controlling the crest 
of the floods and reduce some several 
feet, not only along the Youshioghfiiy 
river as far down as McKeesport, but 
will reduce the lioods in the Low- 
er Monongahela river and below, and 
also will be to improve the supply :ia" 
well ns the quality of the water in the 
Youghioghcny river during the sum- 
mer season. 


"It ifa proposed to build the first res- 


jrvoir on the Youghiogheny river, be- 
ILUSO It is a place where such observ- 
ation can show the benefits that may 
be derived towards flood prevention 
and also, more particularly perhaps, 
to show what can be done 
towards 


bettering the supply and the quality 
of the water during the dry season. 


"The Flood Commission 
o2 Pitts- 


burg is m this work unselfishly, ex- 
cept of course only as far as all may 
be helped in general, and therefore 
must seek the cooperation of thoso 
who are to be m particular benefitteci, 
as will be true of the towns and cities 
along the rivers and streams where it 
is proposed to build the reservoirs. 
"To that end, it has boon proposed

length and breadth ot Mlnnourl. 


Bedford 
Glle^ 
wa?i probably 
tho 


finest living master of the old school 
of perforvld political oratory that onco 
so powerfully mvujvd the minds of 
men In tho south and mkldlo west. It 
may be true that he lucked the sense 
of humor; but, offsetting this delin- 
quency, ho posaesped a sort of looulne 
earnestness that had never failed to 
score tremendously In the* cnrapnlgris 
of which he was a conspicuous flfrunt. 
Tho announcement of a speech by 
Hertford Giles was In Itself sufficient 
to concentrate 
Mty^onrlaUH at ono 


given point fYoui n radius of twenty 
miles around. And they were never 
disappointed, because thin renowned 
spellbinder. In bin temperament a rant- 
ing tragedian of the old Edwin iror- 
rent type. Invariably tore their emo- 
tional bolngs to tatters and left theai 
convinced for all Omij. that they had 
assuredly been LlataalDg to the rnoiit 
Irresistible orator of tb^lr day. 


Against this man was Colonel Tod- 


hnnter pitted on tlio d-iy of the bar- 
becue, and tho ccrtnlnty of witnessing 
a great encounter attracted to the 
scent) of their meeting tho biggest 
crowd ever assembled at a politics! 
gathering In ttrnt county. 
Enthn«l«flm 


was at fever heat. Tho fact th/it It 
was largely Yancey enthusiasm placed 
che colonel fit a decided dteadvjintRgc. 
but Instead of depressing his daunt- 
leaa soul this seemed rather to key 
him up to his best flghrjog mood. 


During the forenoon, as wa.s not un- 


common, there hnd be«u a generous 
flow of good Ilqnor. 
Tho orators of 


tho day were naturally expected to 
glvo n satisfying account of them- 
selves in dJxposInff of Ibis democratic 
output. Both were seasoned Teteruns 
at the taste. 


It was a peculiarity of Bedford 


Giles, however, that when he reached 
a certain Btago of exhilaration bis 
menui! horizon so widened and h(s 
Imagination took such wings to Itself 
that his spellbinding eloquence soared 
moro in the realm of fancy than of 
fact. 
His figures of apeech became 


overwhelming la bold poesy of concep- 
tion nnd application, and, for the tlaio 
being, the sonorous rounding out of 
hbi excited thought Into splendid sen- 
tetteoK was of far more Importance In 
his estimation than the utructure of 
truth upon which thoy were supposed 
to ho based.

Improve the Lawn. 


The custom of covering the ground 


'about our homes with a gruss sod or 
lawn Is a very old one. 
X-awns are 


(mentioned la on* way or other In the 
hUtortes of practically every nation 
with which wo are familiar. 
In early 


days thoy were used only by the 
mighty In the land, the reigning fam- 
ilies and the nobility, principally be- 
caufle no one «lve poaieBBed anffictont 
land to grow grass or anything etae 
on. 


Probably these lawnB were rather 


rough In contour, and ire Imagine that 
they were not of'very great extent, 
as tbey had to be clipped by means of 
•Ickle* or hand nhcara. Later on In 
EnglMd and France It became cnatom- 
•ry to pasture a flock of sbeep on the 
lawrui and park grounds about the 
country homes, and this charming pas- 
toral custom still maintains In many 
places. 
Quite a number of our city 


parks and clubs to this country follow 
this praj3tlce to advantage, 


The sbeep eat tha herbage close to 


{ UM ground, and they clean, up grass 
and -weeds alike. Their droppings en- 
rich the soil. tb>r are not bear? 


j enough to cut up or pack the surfafce, 
, and tlreir appearance and associations 
'cannot but give keen, enjoyment to all 
, IOTOTS of naiure. 


If yoar grass stand Is thin, patchy 


' or weedy, It will be a good pJan to 
eow Booae grass seed on the molet 
'ground as early as possible, having 
i first raked It oTer and scratched up 
I the surface. 
Sow the seed broadcast 


! and sow It thickly. A good commer- 
[ctol fsrtllljer sown nt this time will 
'help the old sod and the new geed- 
: llnga. It Is not adrlsable to use barn- 
..yard manure In the spring under most 
; ctrcumitanceB, but it will have an ex- 


cellent effect on any lawn. It spread on 
thickly to tbe falL When." this has. 
been done, rake It off as early a» pos- 
sible la the spring and sow yoor gr&aa 
seed over »tb.e bare spots aa soon as 
the manure has been raked off. Horse 
manure Is better than cow manure 
for almost any garden or lawn pur- 
poses, becauee it Is lighter and more 
porous, warms up (julcker and its fer- 
tilizing elements are 
much, more 


quickly available. 
Be careful about 


the sources from which you secure, ma- 
nure, as It may contain live weed seeds, 
which will take, possession of your 
lawn In a very BhorJ time. It i» an. 
excellent plan to roll the lawn thor- 
oughly from time to time, while it Is 
In a reasonably moist condition. Tha 
rough places •will be leveled, the wbola 
sod will be smoothed, and better con- 
nection will be formed between tho 
sod and the water contained In the 
BUbBDll. 


Ae soon as toe snow Is gono and the* 


sod la firm enough to walk on. it 
should be raked thoroughly wltlL an. 
Iron, nvke, to remove the dead ~gra«3 
and lettves from the roots of the grass. 
Be car sful not to drive or walk on tha 
lawn nt any time when it IK aott 
enough to show the tracks, as ac.,ir- 
reparable amount of damage can ba 
done la tbia way. 


Tbe grass should not be eat.until it 


has secured a good lush irorrth, but 
after fie first cutting and throughout 
the eprtcg months, It should be kept 
trimmed abort and the clippings should 
be caught in a carrier of your mower, 
BO as to prevent them from covering 
up the growing grass. /After the 
weather becomes hot. and ^particular- 
ly if It Is dry, It i» not well to cut tha 
lawn so often, as tbe sun is liable to 
kill the roots if they are too much, ex- 
posed.
